rapidly adopting yeast bread made 
of wheat flour as a regular item 
of diet, and agriculture department 
officials foresee an increased trade 
in flour with thai territoy. 
The growing demand for wheat 
flour is the result of laborers be­ 
ing recruited from the interior for 
service in the seaport towns where, 
according to American Consul W. J. 
Yerby, at Dakar, Senegal, it is quit** 
common for these laborers to make 
a meal of a loaf of bread and a 
tin of water. Baker's bread is re­ 
placing millet mush and 
rice in 
Senegal and Gambia,. Consul Yerby 
reports, .cassava and manioc dump­ 
ling and rice in French Guinea, 
Sierra Leong, and 
Liberia, 
and 
Maise and yams in the Ivory Coast, 
Gold Coast, Dahomey, and Nigeria. 
Thirty years ago imports of wheat 
flour into that part of Africa were 
almost negligee, the small quanti­ 
ties received being used by a few 
traders and government officials.

.American Unitarian Association; Dr. 
I Charles Schaeffer,-«of Philadelphia, 
of the Reformed 
Church 
of the 
United States; Dr. Sylvester Beach, 
! of Princeton, of the Association of 
Presbtyerian churches; and the Rev. 
Dr. A. S. Hum, of Leicester, Eng- 
; laud, of the British and Foreign Un­ 
itarian Association. 
I 
The members of the delegation, 
afwr sucn preparatory study as was 
possible in Bucharest, have traveled 
more than 1,000 miles in Transyl- 
• vania, and held conferences in dif- 
! ierent parts of the province, going 
I freely and unaccompanied from place 
to place in pursuit of their investi­ 
gation, and sparing no effort to ar­ 
rive at the true condition of af­ 
fairs in respect to the attitude of 
the Rumanian government towards 
’.he so-called minority churches. 
In an address a few days age, re­ 
turning thanks to the officials of 
the Rumanian government for their 
readiness 
in 
answering 
questions 
and in supplying such data as th” 
delegates asked for in order to give 
them an insight imo the govern­ 
ment’s attitude and policies toward! 
the religious minorities, Dr. Hum 
said. 
"We are of the opinion that con­ 
ditions have improved during tho 
past two years. We understand the 
enormous difficulties of tills prob- 
lem, a problem complex of relig­ 
ion and race. I cannot say that we 
are fully .satisfied with the condi­ 
tions— as we found them—of the 
minority churches, but it seems to 
us that the Rumanian government 
wants to satisfy all reasonable and 
just demands.*' 
The commission 
has 
announced 
that it will prepare a joint and com­ 
plete preliminary report of its in­ 
vestigations. in which will be set 
forth in detail all eases of alleged 
abuses that were brought to its at* 
tendon. The government will then 
be given ample opportunity to re­ 
fute or explain any charges that 
may be brought and, following this, 
the filial report of the commission 
will be published in Great Britain 
and the United States. 
This report s*iould be extremely* 
valuable from two angler 
It will 
probably lead, or at least help in 
leading, to th* redress of such abuse 
of power as may at present exist, 
and at the same time, provide the 
outside world with a complete and 
unbiased report on the condition of 
the minority races and religions in 
the province of Transylvania..

Five 
developed abscesses, six became 
very ill and two died, one of a pus 
Infection and Ute other of typical 
diphtheria. 
“It need hardly be said," con­ 
cluded the report, “that the Com­ 
missioner of Health Is heartily in 
favor of slngie-use drinking cups 
and that their value from a sani­ 
tary standpoint Is beyond ques­ 
tion.'* 
Dr. Frank J. Monaghan, Commis­ 
sioner of Health In New York City, 
says: 
"When any one ill from an infec- 
tious disease drinks ice cream soda 
or any ether drink at a public 
place, his saliva touches the glass. 
This glass lf not properly cleansed 
will transfer the saliva and the 
germs through the drink served 
the next person. Thus, it does not 
demand any Imaginative process 
to understand how the common 
drinking glass. spreads Infectious 
diseases. 
“Avoid using the common drink­ 
ing cap.’* he advises. “When you 
stop for a glass of ice cream soda 
or any other drink at a fountain 
where you can see how the glasses 
are cleansed, do not give your or­ 
der it the cleansing is not prop­ 
erly done. 
At all public places, 
drinking glasses should be steril­ 
ized by being washed in bot soda 
solution, and then rinsed In hot 


water, lf this process is not used, 
then paper drinking cups should be 
used.” 
The common drinking cup, as 
pointed out in Bulletin No. 57 of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, when improperly washed 
between users is largely responsi­ 
ble tor the communication of: tu­ 
berculosis 
pneumonia, 
typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
tonsllitls, influenza, measles, Infan­ 
tile paralysis and colds. 
Dr. Charles V. Chapin, of Provi­ 
dence, R. L, one of the most noted 
sanitarian* of the country, says: 
"Iodize* eoniact is far more im­ 


portant than direct. 
Perhaps the 
use of a common glass for drinking 
is the best example of a mode of 
indirect contact.

Because of the agency of the 
common glass in the spread of the 
diseases that now are taking their 
toll in sickness and death the lo­ 
cal health authorities are direct­ 
ing their first steps toward the de­ 
tection of those violating the law 
forbidding its use.

In many cases by municipal ordi­ 
nances. Because of the great num. 
ber of public places, soda foun­ 
tains, schools, railroad stations, 
theatres, hotels, restaurants and 
other places where these are used, 
it generally is Impossible to cover 
the whole territory except at Ion,'' 
intervals. 
For this reason most 
of the health boards are asking tho 
public to aid them In their cam­ 
paign by reporting such violations 
as come to their notice.

concern, was ready also to merge, 
it insisted upon receiving 50 per­ 
cent of the shares of the Levant 
line. This was conceded, whereupon 
the entire oriental service was com­ 
bined in one concern. This means 
that freight rates can be offered 
that will successfully underbid, it is 
claimed, those of other countries. 
This combination of shipping com­ 
panies doing business in the near 
East is regarded as but a first step 
in the direction of actually putting 
all German shipping under one hat. 
By pooling interests the German 
lines ho’pe to make it possible to 
throw their tonnage in whatever di­ 
rection business 
is 
best, without 
having to keep up established sched­ 
ules merely for the sake of pres­ 
tige.

insects

Mr. Dodd conferred with experts 
at the University of Arizona. Sev­ 
eral vicious types of insects were 
suggested, 
and 
the visitor 
began 
experimenting with their power of 
destruction. The few cactus plants 
transplanted in Australia came from 
Arizona.
